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INTRODUCTION. 



HE following pages contain an exact transcript, literatim 
et verbatim^ of the first portion of the earliest known 

volume of the Constables' Accounts of the Manor 

of Manchester. This volume commences in October, 
1612, and comes down to October, 1647, and in these pages the 
Accounts between October, 161 2, and October, 1633, will be found. 
The original MS. is a narrow folio volume, still in its much-worn 
parchment covers, containing in all 290 pages of thick paper, on 
which the Accounts have been entered at the end of each year, 
when they were presented at the Michaelmas Court Leet for the 
Manor of Manchester. They were there examined and passed 
by the Jury then empannelled, the approval of the Jury being 
frequently shown by the signatures of many of them being written 
at the end of the Accounts presented to them. The history of this 
volume is somewhat singular. It does not appear to have been 
handed over to the Corporation of Manchester, when it purchased 
the Manorial rights in 1846, as were the old Court Leet Records ; 
but if so transferred, it became separated from them, and ultimately 
found its way into the hands of a second-hand bookseller in 
Shudehill, from whom it was purchased by the late Mr. John 
Leigh, for many years Medical Officer of Health to the Corporation. 
This would be about the year 1850, or earlier, and it remained in 
his possession till his death in 1888. In accordance with his 
expressed desire it was then presented to the Corporation, the 
following note being entered on the fly leaf: "Presented to the 
Citizens of Manchester by John Leigh, Officer of Health for the 
City, 1888." Whilst it was in Mr. Leigh's possession he frequently 
mentioned it to his friends, and promised to edit it for the Chetham 
Society, but nothing was ever done, and no extracts from it were 
ever published. 
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Shortly before it came into the hands of the Corporation, they 
were fortunate enough to acquire at the sale of the library of the 
late Mr. James Crossley, of Manchester, the volume of Constables 
Accounts between the years 1743 and 1776, which had, in a similar 
manner, found its way to Shudehill, and had there been purchased. 
No Accounts being known to be in existence between 1647 and 
1743, the Corporation decided to print the contents of these t\%-o 
volumes as a Supplement to the COURT Leet Records of the 
Manor of Manchester, which had appeared in a series of twelve 
octavo volumes between the years 1884 and 1889. Having been 
appointed Editor of these Court Leet Records^ I was requested to 
act as Editor of the Constables Accounts, which it is estimated will 
make three octavo volumes of 300 pages eachJ 

As far as I am aware, no other series of Constables' Accounts 
going back to anything like so early a date — the early part of the 
reign of James I., 1612 — are now known to be preserved anywhere ; 
and, even if any such should be in existence, they have never been 
printed, nor have any extracts from them, to my knowledge, ever 
appeared. Hence these Accounts possess an unusual degree of 
interest, and are of much historical importance, as they afford an 
admirable illustration of the way in which the affairs of a small country 
town were administered in the early part of the seventeenth century, 
and what the multifarious duties of the Constables then were, and 
how they had to be carried out. As was the case in the Court Leet 
RecordSy by printing these Accounts in full, much matter of little 
real value has been of necessity included ; but at the same time readers, 
wherever situate, will know that nothing has been omitted, and that 
they can study these Accounts exactly as they were presented to the 
Manchester Court Leet Jury two hundred and seventy odd years 
ago. 

The origin of the word Constable has been traced back to the 
Latin comes stabuli^ the superintendent of the imperial stables, or the

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Emperor's "master of the horse." Thence transferred to the 
command of the army, the word constabnliis or constabularius came 
to signify a "commander" generally. Hence we get our "Constables 
of castles," who had charge of the same, and who in the old statutes 
are called "constables of fees," as having the custody of the prisons 
and the prisoners within those fortresses, and also the " Lord High 
Constable of England," an officer of the highest dignity and im- 
portance. From these personages of rank we descend to Constables 
of the Hundred, generally known as the "Chief," "High," or 
" Head " Constables, to whom there are many references in the 
following pages. These officers were two in number for each 
Hundred, and were virtually established by the Statute of Win- 
chester, passed in the 13th Edward I. [1285], although they have 
been traced back by Mr. Ritson to the 36th Henry HI. [1252].^ 
Below these again in point of rank came the ordinary " Constables," 
or, as they were sometimes termed, "Petty Constables," one or two 
of whom were appointed for every " vill *' or township. These are 
the officers with whose actions and responsibilities the following 
pages deal, and who are acknowledged in law to be "the most 
ancient officers in the realm for the conservation of the peace." 
They are, in fact, as old as the "leet" itself, which was the outcome 
of the Sheriffs "tourn" or circuit, dating back to Saxon times, and 
at which " leet " the " view of frank pledge " was taken. The latter 
institution obliged every free-born male to give security to be true 
to his Sovereign, and his neighbours had to become bound for him, 
so that if any offence was committed, enquiry was made as to what 
** pledge " the offender belonged, and if he was not produced the 
community suffered.' The constable originally seems to have been 
in fact the senior or chief pledge of the " tithing," and was known 
under such Saxon names as "head borough," "tithing man" or 
" borsholder," which are apparently used in the early statutes, where

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the word ** constable" is used in the later ones.' So late as the 
20th Henry VI. [1442], cap. 6, we find that the "Constables, tithing- 
men and chief pledges of every town are required to aid the vendors 
of goods with the King's purveyors." 

The duties which the CONSTABLES had to perform were as 
multifarious as they were important, but they may be summed up 
in a few words as almost entirely appertaining to the preservation 
of the peace, the maintenance of good order, and the carrying out 
of the orders of the Court Leet and of the magistrates assembled in 
petty sessions. They were appointed by the Jury at each Michael- 
mas Court Leet, and held office for the space of a year. They 
received the money collected for various purposes by the **mise- 
gatherers," as the local rate-collectors were then called, and on 
resigning office delivered in their "Accounts" to the Jury of the 
Michaelmas Court Leet, who appointed their successors. They 
received nothing for their work, which must at all times have been 
of an onerous and responsible character, but they had power to 
appoint a Deputy Constable, who was rewarded with the munificent 
salary of £1 sl year, paid quarterly, and a suit of clothes; and also 
a Beadle, who, resplendent in an official coat, and armed with an 
official staff, both provided at the ratepayers expense, * assisted the 
Constables in maintaining good order in the town and looking after 
"rogues and vagabonds," at a salary of is. 46. per week, paid 
weekly. No Constable appears to have been re-elected, or even to 
have wished to serve again, and it is not unreasonable to suppose 
that one year's work was quite sufficient for even the most ardent 
lover of a "little brief authority." The office of Constable was, 
however, a stepping stone to that of Boroughreeve, the highest

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position to be attained in the town, and consequently there never 
seems to have been any dearth of fit and proper persons to under- 
take the work. 

On his election each Constable had to take the following Oath, 
which is of interest as showing the duties he was called upon to 
perform : — 

"You shall swear. That you will well and truly serve the 
Queen, and the Lord of this Law-day [or Court], and you shall 
endeavour that the Peace of our Sovereign the Queen, well and 
truly according to your power, be kept ; and you shall arrest all 
which you see making Riots, Debates, or Frayes, or breaking 
the Peace; and you shall well and truly endeavour yourselves 
according to your knowledg, that the Statute of Winton [or 
Winchester] for Watch, Hue-and-Cry; and the Statutes made 
for the punishment of sturdy Beggars, vagabonds, Rogues, and 
other idle persons coming within your office, that the Offenders 
be punished ; and you shall endeavour your selves upon com- 
plaint to you, to apprehend Barretors and Riotous persons, 
making Frayes, and also apprehend Felons, and if any of them 
make resistance with force and multitude of offenders, you shall 
make Out-cry, and pursue them till they are taken, and you 
shall look to such persons as use unlawful Games, and you shall 
have regard to the maintenance of Artillery [/.^., the practice of 
Archery]; and you shall well and duly execute all Process and 
Warrants sent unto you from the Justices of the Peace of the 
County; and you shall make good and faithful Presentment of 
all Blood-sheds, Out-cryes, Affrayes, and Rescues made within 
your Office ; and you shall well and duly, according to your 
power and knowledg, do that which belongs to the Office of a 
Constable to do for this year to come. So help you God." — 
(Kitchen's Court Leet.) 

In the above oath reference is made to the various Statutes, 
the provisions of which the Constables had to see duly carried out, 
and it will therefore be of interest to point out the most important 
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of these, as they are so often referred to, either directly or indirectly, 
in the following pages. The Statute of Winton or Winchester, 
passed in the 13th Edward I. [1285], was for the better securing the 
persons ol malefactors by making each Hundred responsible for the 
robberies, murders, &c., committed within it, and so causing the 
people in that Hundred to raise a " HUE AND Cry" and to send 
it on from town to town, with the object of causing the offenders to 
be brought to justice and punished for their crimes. This Act was 
much extended by the Statute of the 27th Elizabeth, 1585, cap. xiii., 
whereby any Hundred neglecting to send on the Hue and Cry was 
held to be responsible for a moiety of the damages sustained. It 
was also enacted that information was to be laid at once at the 
nearest town or village, and sworn to within 20 days, before a justice 
of the peace, and that the prosecutor was to be bound over to prose- 
cute. The Hue and Cry was only to be lawful " if done and made 
by Horsemen and Footmen." 

Another Statute referred to in the above oath is that for the 
punishment of "Sturdy Beggars, Vagabonds, Rogues, and other idle 
persons ; " and as this contains many important provisions, it will be 
well to devote some little attention to it The Act in question is 
that of the 39th Elizabeth [1597], which was re-enacted time after 
time, and only finally repealed in the 12th Queen Ann. Many 
previous statutes dealing with RoGUES, VAGABONDS, and Sturdy 
Beggars were confirmed by this Act, which also describes this then 
extremely large class of persons in the following words : — 

" All persons calling themselves Scholars, going about beg- 
ging. All Sea-faring men pretending losses of their Ships or 
Goods on the Sea, going about the Countrey begging, All idle 
persons going about in any Countrey either begging, or using 
any subtil Craft or unlawful Games or Playes, or faining them- 
selves to have knowledge in Phisiognomy, Palmestry or other 
like crafty Science, or pretending that they can tell Destinies, 
Fortunes, or such other like fantastical imaginations. 

" All persons that be, or utter themselves to be Proctors, 
Procurers, Patent-gatherers, or Collectors for Goals, Prisons or 
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Hospitals, All Fencers, Bear-wards, common Players of Enter- 
ludes, and Minstrels wandering abroad (other than Players of 
Enterludes, belonging to any Baron of this Realm, or any other 
honourable personage of greater degree, to be authorized to 
Play, under the Hand and Seal of Arms of such Baron or per- 
sonage). 

"All Juglers, Tinkers, Pedlers, and petty Chapmen wander- 
ing abroad, All wandering persons and common Labourers, 
being persons able in body, using loytering, and refusing to 
work for such reasonable Wages as is taxed, or commonly 
given in such parts where such persons do or shall happen to 
dwell or abide, not having living otherwise to maintain them- 
selves. All persons delivered out of Gaols that beg for their 
Fees, or otherwise do travel begging, All such persons as shall 
wander abroad begging, pretending losses by fire or otherwise. 

"And all such persons not being Felons, wandering, and 
pretending themselves to be Egyptians [/>., Gipsies], or 
wandering in the habit, form or attire of counterfeit Egyptians, 
shall be taken, adjudged and deemed Rogues, Vagabonds and 
sturdy Beggars, and shall sustain all pain and punishment, as 
by this Act is in that behalf appointed." 

The way these vagrant people were to be dealt with is also very fully 
set out as follows : — 

" And be it enacted by the authority aforesaid, That every 
person, which is by this present Act declared to be a Rogue, 
Vagabond or sturdy Beggar, which shall be, at any time after 
the said Feast of Easter next coming, taken begging, vagrant, 
wandering or misordering themselves in any part of this Realm, 
or the Dominions of Wales, shall upon their apprehension, 
by the appointment of any Justice of the Peace, Constable, 
Headborough or Tything-man, of the same County, Hundred, 
Parish or Tything, where such person shall be taken, the 
Tything-man or Headborough being assisted therein with the 
advice of the Minister, and one other of that Parish, be 
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Stripped naked from the middle upward, and shall be openly 
whipped, until his or her body be bloody, and shall be 
forthwith sent from Parish to Parish, by the Officer of ever>' 
the same, the next straight way to the Parish where he or she 
was born, if the same may be known by the parties confession 
or otherwise : 

** And if the same be not known, then to the Parish where 
he or she last dwelt before the same punishment, by the space 
of one whole year, there to put him or her self to labour as a 
true subject ought to do : Or not being known where he or 
she was born or last dwelt, then to the Parish through which 
he or she last passed without punishment : 

"After which whipping, the same person shall have a 
Testimonial subscribed with the Hand, and sealed with the 
Seal of the same Justice of the Peace, Constable, Headborough, 
or Tythingman, and of the Minister of the same Parish, or of 
any two of them, testifying that the same person hath been 
punished according to this Act, and mentioning the day and 
place of his or her punishment, and the place whereunto such 
person is limited to go, and by what time the said person is 
limited to pass thither at his peril : 

*' And if the said person through his or her default do not 
accomplish the order appointed by the said Testimonial then 
to be eftsoons taken and whipped, and so as often as any 
default shall be found in him or her, contrary to the form of 
this Statute, in every place to be whipped, till such person be 
repaired to the place limited : the substance of which Testimonial 
shall be registred by the Minister of that Parish, in a Book to 
be provided for that purpose, upon pain to forfeit 55. for every 
default thereof: and the party so whipped, and not known 
where he or she was born, or last dwelt by the space of a year, 
shall by the Officer of the said Village, where he or she so last 
past through without punishment, be conveyed to the house of 
Correction of the Limit wherein the said Village standeth, or 
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to the common Gaol of that County or place, there to remain 

and be imployed in work, until he or she shall be placed in 

some service, and so to continue by the space of one year ; or 

not being able of body, until he or she shall be placed, to 

remain in some Alms-house in the same County or place." 

If, however, any of these rogues should appear to be dangerous, or 

should be incorrigible, then they could be committed to prison on 

a magistrate's order, and tried at the Quarter Sessions and banished 

the realm, or conveyed to parts beyond the sea, or sent to the 

galleys for life. If any such persons should return without licence, 

then it was felony, punishable by death. By a subsequent extension 

of this Act (passed in the ist James, 1603), every "incorrigible rogue," 

both man and woman, was to have the letter " R " branded with a 

red-hot iron on his or her left shoulder, so as to render their 

detection easy. * 

But, on the other hand, if any Constable should be negligent and 
should not carry out the provisions of this Act, he was liable to a 
penalty of ids. for every such offence ; and if he should be interfered 
with, or any rescue should be attempted, every offender was liable 
to be fined £$. All persons resorting to Bath or Buxton for the 
cure of their ailments were to have licences from the magistrates, and 
were not to be allowed to beg ; and any shipwrecked person having 
a testimonial or certificate from the magistrates was free from the 
provisions of this Act. 

I have given these particulars at such length because this Statute 
was the one most frequently acted upon, as shown by the entries in 
these Accounts. All the "whippings" of both men and women, of 
which there is such frequent mention year after year, took place 
under its provisions, as did also, on the other hand, all that alleviation 
of the wants and necessities of those who had "passes" or certificates, 
of which each of the following pages contains so many examples. 

There are many references in these Accounts to the HOUSE OF 
Correction, for which money was collected regularly each year.

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ThcbC buildings were designed to give employment to the poor, 
and although they had been commanded to be erected in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, it was not till the 7th James, 1609, that an 
Act was passed making their erection compulsory. After stating 
that " whereas divers good and necessary Laws and Statutes have 
been made and provided for the erection of Houses of Correction 
for the suppressing and punishing of Rogues, Vagabonds and other 
idle, vagrant and disorderly Persons, which Laws have not wrought 
so good effect as was expected, as well for that the said Houses of 
Correction have not been built according as was intended, as also 
for that the said Statutes have not been duly and severely put into 
execution," it was therefore enacted : — 

"That before the Feast of Saint Michael the Archangel, 
which shall be in the Year of our Lord God one thousand six 
hundred and eleven, there shall be erected, built or otherwise 
provided, within every County of this Realm of England and 
Wales, where there is not one HOUSE OF CORRECTION already 
built, purchased, provided or continued, one or more fit and 
convenient House or Houses of Correction, with convenient 
Backside thereunto adjoining, together with Mills, Turns, Cards 
and such like necessary Implements, to set the said Rogues or 
such other idle Persons on work ; the same Houses to be built, 
erected or provided in some convenient Place or Town in every 
County. 

** Which Houses shall be purchased, conveyed or assured 
unto such Person or Persons as by the Justices of Reace or the 
more part of them in their Quarter-Sessions of the Peace to be 
holden within every County of this Realm of England and 
Wales, upon Trust, to the Intent the same shall be used and 
imployed for the keeping, correcting and setting to work of 
the said Rogues, Vagabonds, sturdy Beggars and other idle and 
disorderly Persons. 

" And be it further enacted by the Authority aforesaid that 
if the said House so to be erected, purchased or provided, shall 
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not be erected, built or otherwise provided before the Feast of 
Saint Michael the Archangel, which shall be in the year one 
thousand six hundred and eleven, next ensuing the last Day of 
this present Session of Parliament, that then every Justice of 
Peace within every County of this Realm of England and Wales, 
where such House and Backside shall not be erected or pro- 
vided, shall forfeit for his said neglect, five pounds of lawful 
English Money." 
As soon as the building was provided, the magistrates had to 
appoint "a Governor or Master '' of the said House of Correction. 
" Who shall have power and authority to set such Rogues, 
Vagabonds, idle and disorderly Persons as shall be brought or 
sent unto the said House, to work and labour (being able) from 
Time to Time, for such Time as they shall continue and be 
remaining in the said House of Correction, and to punish the 
said Rogues, Vagabonds, idle and disorderly Persons, by putting 
Fetters or gives [gyves] upon them and by moderate whipping 
of them. 

"And that the said Rogues, Vagabonds and idle Persons, 
during such Time as they shall continue and remain in the said 
House of Correction, shall in no sort be chargeable to the 
Country for any Allowance, either at their bringing in or going 
forth, or during the Time of their Abode there, but shall have 
such and so much Allowance as they shall deserve by their own 
Labour and Work." 
It was also enacted that the Justices should meet at least t^\'ice 
every year, or oftener if required, for the better carrying out of this 
Statute, and that some four or five days before their meeting all Con- 
stables, &c., were directed to make a general *' privy search " in one 
night within their respective districts for the finding out and appre- 
hending of the said rogues, &c., who were to be brought before the 
magistrates and then punished. At these meetings, too, the Constables 
had to make a report on oath of all the rogues, vagabonds, &c., they 
had arrested and punished. There are many references to these 
"privy searches" in the following pages (see pp. 40, 57, 100, &c.). 
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The Constables had also to see that the DUNGEON was kept in 
proper repair, and that the PiLLORY, the STOCKS, the RoGUES 
Post (or whipping post), the Cage, and the CoOKING (or ducking) 
Stool were in good order. These are frequently referred to in the 
Accounts, and a description of each of them will be found in the 
notes. They had also to see that the BUTTS, for the practice of 
Archery, were kept in good order, and as these seem to have been 
little more than ramparts of earth and clods, they required more or 
less repair every year. There appears to have been two sets of butts 
in the town — one at Alport and the other at the Irk's Bridge or Hunt's 
Bank. (See pp. 43, 68, 143, 167.) It was also their duty to receive 
the money collected by the " misegatherers," and to pay some of it 
to the High Constables as directed by the magistrates, and the rest 
as directed by the Court Leet, or under the provisions of certain 
statutes. Thus they account in their "disbursements" for various 
sums paid for "Ox Money'* — a tax for the provision of the King's 
household ; for the " master of the House of Correction," for 
** maimed soldiers," and for many special objects, such as "the 
plague at Preston" in 1631, the mending of the conduit in Man- 
chester, and the repairs of various bridges within the county. They 
had also to make out and present to the magistrates a list of all the 
'* Popish Recusants " in the town, as well as a list of the Alehouse- 
keepers ; to arrange about the " train bands " and the mustering of 
the soldiers sent from the town, to be drilled by the "muster 
master" when the '* train bands" met. Whenever "the Clerk of 
the Market," who had to see that the weights and measures in the 
town were correct, paid his official visits to the town, the Constables 
had to attend him, and had to empanel a Jury to decide upon any 
disputed cases which came before him. (See pp. 4, 172, 190.) In 
many other ways too numerous to mention they had to see to 
the welfare of the town, and, as already pointed out, their posts 
cannot have been sinecures. They had, as assistants, a " Deputy 
Constable" and a Beadle, the latter of whom had to carry out the 
"whipping" of the rogues and vagabonds, both male and female, 
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ordered by the statute — (see pp. xi-xii) — and enforced by the magis- 
trates. For each whipping a fee of 46, was paid, and as in one year 
there were no less than 74 whippings, 46 men and 28 women — (see 
p. 62, note 2) — it must have been a very common sight in the town 
for these unfortunate persons to be tied to the Rogues' Post and there 
whipped by the stalwart Beadle on their bare backs **till/' to quote 
the words of the Act, " his or her back be bloody." These persons, 
once whipped, had to be given *' passes," enabling them to proceed 
towards their destination without further punishment, and these 
** passes " it was also the duty of the Constables to see provided. 

As is well known, the old parish of Manchester was a very large 
one, containing a large number of separate townships. The two 
Constables, whose proceedings are recorded in the following pages, 
were appointed for the Township of Manchester alone ; but as that 
then embraced the whole of the town, they had entire charge of the 
town, and therefore were generally men of some standing, who were 
looked up to by their fellow-citizens. As shown by many entries in 
these Accounts, the Constables of the outlying townships — Newton, 
Droylsden, Ardwick, Bradford, Blackley, Crumpsall, Failsworth, 
Openshaw, Gorton, Harpurhey, Cheetham, &c. — had to pay over 
the sums they collected to the Constables of Manchester (see pp. 91-2 
and 287-8), who in turn had to pay over what they received to the 
High Constables of Salford Hundred. There are also many entries 
of their transferring travellers to the Constables of Salford, the 
Constables of Cheetham, those of Stretford, &c., according to the 
direction in which these travellers were going. 

Some of the curious entries to be found in the following pages 
may be here noticed, such as the visit of the two " Grecians," 
Dionisius Corronneus and Villiore Lawrencius, to the town on the 
24th October, 1612 (see p. 4); the visit of **the commanders and 
officers" sent down by the order of the King in February, 1625-6 
(see pp. 1 56 and 175) ; and the visit of Geoffrey le Neve, ** Commander 
for bowes and arrowes," on the 24th November, 1630 (p. 258). I 
have sought for more information as to all these visits, but so far in 
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vain. Another singular entry is that recorded on p. 218, where. 
on the 23rd December, 1628, "S' John Tomson" (apparently a 
clergyman, judging by the use of the word Sir) was paid 3d. for 
sweeping on Salford Bridge. The references to the outbreak of 
the Plague in Manchester in 1625 and 1631 (see pp. 153, 155, 
273, 278, &c.) are noteworthy, as also those to the same dreaded 
scourge at Preston and Warrington in 1630-31 (pp. 256, 263, 269). 
The incidental mention of a sick person travelling to the well at 
Timperley, near Manchester, in 163 1 (see p. 26y) is of interest 
as nothing appears to be now known about that well and its 
health-giving powers. 

In conclusion, I would only add that every care has been taken 
to make the following pages an exact reproduction of the original, 
and with this object the proofs have been compared line for line 
with the MS. Many of the Accounts are badly written and badly 
spelt, but in all cases where it seemed necessary, explanatory words 
or letters have been added to make the meaning clearer. All points 
which seemed in any way obscure have been as far as possible 
explained in the notes, in which will also be found particulars of the 
more important of the persons mentioned in the text The many 
curious dialect and obsolete words to be found in these Accounts have 
been brought together in the Appendix, where they can be easily 
referred to by all persons interested in them.

4' The use of Roman numerals was almost invariable. Thus, j, ij, iij, 
iiij or iv, v, vj, vij, viij, ix, x, xj, xij, xiij, and so on^ are used for i, 2, 3, 4, 
5> 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, II, 12, 13, 6-^. ThuSy iij* iiij^ stands for 3s. 4d., vj* viij* 
for 6s. 8d., and so on.

^ The Constables were annually elected at the Michaelmas meetings of the 
Manchester Court Leet. Their chief duties were to see that the peace of the town was 
kept, and that good order was preserved. They had also power to arrest all those 
causing any disturbances or breaking the peace in any way, and were required to carry 
out the provisions of the statutes relating to the punishment of " sturdy beggars, vaga- 
bonds and rogues," and other idle persons. They had also to send on the " hue and cry " 
for the arrest of all offenders, and to arrest all such persons as came within their juris* 
diction. It was also their duty to see that no unlawful games were indulged in, and that 
the practice of archery was kept up as required by law. All these and the other various 
details of their multifarious duties will be referred to in the pages of this book, and will 
also be conomented upon in the Introduction. 

* Alexander Radcliffe and Richard Halliwell were elected at the Court Leet held at 
Manchester on the ist October, 16 12, when Alexander Rigby, gentleman, was Steward 
of the Court. (See Manchester Court Leet Records, vol ij., p. 271.) 

* This word "hamells" will be found in constant use throughout this volume for 
the hamlets belonging to the Parish of Manchester. For a list of them, and for an 
account of the area over which the Constables of Manchester exercised their jurisdiction, 
see the Introduction. 

* Mr. George Tipping and Mr. Francis Pendleton had been elected Constables at 
the Court Leet held on the 9th October, 161 1. (See Court Leet Records, vol. ij., P* 260.) 
It is clear from this entry that prior to this year the various Constables had regularly

kept and presented their Accounts, bat they hmd probably done so on separate sheets of 

paper, and this method being found inconvenient, a book in which to enter them 

r^nlarly became necessary. In fut^ at the Court held on the ist October, 16 12, the 

Jary then empanelled made the following order (see Ccurt LtH Records^ toL ij., p. 277) : — 

"The Jarye doth order that from henceforth the Constables of this Towne 

shall bringe in theire Accomptes yearelye vnto the Jnrye to be swome at the Leete 

holden at Michaelmas, and the saide Accomptes to be entered in a Booke to be kepte 

by the Constables for the tyme beinge and the charges of the said booke and writinge 

of the Accomptes to be defrayed vppon the Coinon charge of y* Towne.'* 

Hence the purchase of the volume, the contents of which are here being printed. As 

has been remarked in a note to the above entry, " this is the first time a Book for the 

Constables' Accounts has been mentioned." 

> These officers, the ** Mysegatherers," were elected at the Court Leet held on the 
1st October, 161 2, and it is noteworthy of the varied spelling <A the time that Henry 
Worrall is there called Henry WyrralL A *<mise" was the rate, or *May"asit was 
locally termed, which was assessed upon the town, and these officers had to collect it. 
They answer, in fact, to the rate-collectors of our time. 

* The *' ox lay " was a tax levied all over the country for the purpose of providing 
oxen for the use of the King's household. It will be found frequently referred to in 
these Accounts. 

' This entry gives a number of subjects upon which the '*inise" or rate had to be 
expended, various portions being paid by the Constables to those persons authorised to 
receive them. The *' repair of Beacons " recalls to our minds the time when the chief 
mode of signalling the advance of an enemy was by lighting fires or setting fire to 
pitch, &c., kept ready at hand in " beacons " erected on the highest points in the various 
districts. When the light on one beacon was seen the next one was lighted, and by 
this means the alarm was very rapidly given right across England. The references to 
the lighting of these beacons as given by Macaulay in his ballad on the Spanish Armada 
is known to everyone. The two nearest beacons to Manchester were the one on 
Rivington Pike, in Lancashire, and that on Alderley Edge, in Cheshire. 

^ The '* Trained Bands " were the soldiers which each town or district had to pro- 
vide for the general defence of the country, and the ** munition of armour," *< weapons," 
•• match," •* bullets," and •« powder " had to be provided for their use. The « match " 
was a sort of slow fire, by means of which the guns then used had to be fired, hence the 
term '* match-locks " for such weapons. 

^ This entry explains itsell The various garrisons in Ireland required constant re- 
inforcement, and special money was collected for that purpose. The troops for Ireland 
at this time were mostly sent from Chester, or rather from Parkgate, not ^ from that 
city, but nearer the mouth of the Dee.

' This "Mr. Holland" was Mr. Edivard HoUsaid, of Heaton and Denton, who, as 
appears from this and other similar entries in these Accounts, was at this time the head 
collector, to whom the Constables of the dififerent towns and townships had to pay over 
the money received by them for " Ox money " and for arming and maintaining the 
" train bands,*' &c. He married Anne, daughter of Edmund Gamull, Alderman of 
Chester, the widow of John Brock, of Upton, near Chester, gent., by whom he had a 
large family. He died about 1630.

* Sir Edmund Trafford, Knt, of Trafford, near Manchester, was at this time the head 
collector, to whom the money levied for the troops for Ireland had to be paid by the 
different Constables. He was knighted at York in 1603, and served the office of Sheriff 
of Lancashire on no less than three occasions. He died in 1620, and was buried at the 
Collegiate Church, Manchester, on the 8th May in that year. He was twice married, 
and left issue by both wives. 

" The Dungeon in use at this time was what had once been a small chapel on the 
bridge over the Irwell joining Salford to Manchester, generally called Salford Bridge. 

^ The Market Bell is occasionally mentioned in the Court Lett Records, It had to 
be rung at the commencement and at the finish of each day's market, in order to show 
whether the market was open or not, and when trading could be carried on. 

^ As far as my recollection serves me the title of "the clerk of the market** does 
not occur in the Court Lett Records, As shown by later entries in these Accounts, he 
was the official, probably appointed by the Government of the day, or possibly by the 
Quarter Sessions, who had to see that the weights and measures used in the district, 
placed under his supervision, were correct {Setposiea,) The Constables no doubt 
complimented him by giving him some glasses of wine. 

' I have in vain attempted to ascertain some particulars of these two "Grecians" 
or "Greeks," who were evidently journeying through England, and who had reached 
Manchester on the 24th October, 161 2, when the Constables of the town assisted them 
by the payment of 2s. Should any information as to these persons be obtained it will 
be printed in the Appendix at the end of this volume.

* Edward Cheetham was the " catchpole " or bailiff duly elected at each Michaelmas 
Court Leet, who had to carry out the instructions of the Boroughreeve and Constables. 

* This is the first entry of a very great many in this book in which ''vagrant 
persons/' both men and women, were "whipped" by the Constables and then sent on 
their way, according to the statute. This statute, and others bearing on the varied duties 
of the Constables, will be found duly set out in the Introduction. 

^ A "pointer** was, I believe, a person who made "points ** or laces. This word 
is occasionally met with in the Court Led Records, and subsequently in these Accounts. 

^ Here is an entry for whipping a man for " filching *' or stealing, on his conviction 
before Sir Edmund Trafford, one of the local magistrates. Many similar entries occur. 

^ This entry relates to the whipping of four persons for "fornication." Many 
similar entries occur subsequently. 

"* This entry illustrates one of the many duties of the Constables, who had to send 
on soldiers and other persons with "passes** or certificates as to their good conduct 
from the magistrates and others in authority. In this case the two lame soldiers were 
journeying from " Westchester '* (the old name for Chester) to York.

^ Here we have an old woman carried through the town either in a hand-barrow or 
a wheelbarrow, and then, no doubt, handed over to the Constables of an adjacent town- 
ship, who would similarly assist her on her journey towards Yorkshire. 

* The *' Rogues* Post " was the strong upright post to which ** rogues " and other 
persons were attached when they had to be '* whipped." Being in such constant use, 
as is evident from a perusal of these Accounts, it is not surprising that it had to be 
constantly renewed. The *' furniture " belonging to it would be the manacles and chains 
for attaching the culprit securely to it 

' This sentence is a little ambiguous, but from a subsequent one it appears to mean 
that both the Constables had to appear at Bury, either before the Magistrates or certain 
Commissioners there, in reference to the payment of the ''aid money " by the freeholders 
of Manchester. This "aid money," as it was termed, was money which was levied in 
" aid " of certain persons or certain causes, and had to be collected in the same manner 
as the ** subsidy money *' for the purposes of the government of the country, from the 
freeholders and landowners. Later on in this year's Accounts it is more clearly described 
as the "aid for the Lady Elizabeth her grace." (See p. 7, note 5.) 

* The ** manacle irons " would probably be those in use to fasten prisoners to the 
Rogues' Post (See note 2.) A "henge lock " was probably a padlock. 

^ The Stocks are frequently mentioned in the Court Led Records^ as also in these 
Accounts. They had to be provided in every town or parish, and were in use down to 
quite modem times. They consisted of two stout pieces of wood fixed in wooden 
supports, anid having two holes through which the legs of those to be punished were 
put. The upper portion was then padlocked to the lower, and the culprit was left 
sitting in the stocks until his time of punishment was up. 

' There are frequent references in these Accounts of the transporting of felons to 
Lancaster, which seems to have been the general prison for the county. 

^ The Cage is only occasionally mentioned in the Court Lett Records^ but more 
frequently in these Accounts. It was a kind of temporary prison in which prisoners 
were confined in the day time, and it is believed to have been fitted in front with strong 
iron bars through which they could speak to their friends, or ask for charity from the 
passers by.

(See Court Lett Records^ voL ij., p. 235.) At a later Court it was ordered by the Jury 
" That whereas yt doth appeare vnto the saide Jurye That william Boulton and firancis 
Locker beinge Constables for the yeare of our lord 1608 haue disbursed the some of 
zzzix* ij<i for the vse of the towne of Manchest', more than they haue Rece)rued, As by 
theire Accomptes it will appeare, It is therefore thought fitt and soe ordered accordinglye. 
That a Laye shalbe laid throughe the said Towne, And that the said william Boulton 
and ffrancis Locker shall thereout be satisfied and paid the said suine of xxxiz" ij^ soe 
by them disbursed as afforesaid."

^ "The Lady Elizabeth her grace" was the Princess Elizabeth, daughter of King 
James L, who married Frederic, Elector Palatine of the Rhine, by whom she had 
Prince Rupert and Prince Maurice, who played such an important part during the Civil 
War. . The " aid " granted to her at this time was, I think, in view of her approaching 
marriage. 

« Sir Richard Ashton, of Middleton, Knt, entered his pedigree at the Visitation of 
Lancashire held in 161 3, where he records his two marriages — Mary, daughter of Sir John 
Byron, of Royton, Knt, his first wife, and Mary, daughter of Robert Holt, of Ashworth, 
his second wife.

[1541] it was enacted "that Butts 
be made in every city town and place, by the inhabitants of every such city, town and 
place, according to the law of ancient time used. And that the inhabitants and dwellers 
in every of them, be compelled to make and continue such Butts, upon pains to forfeit 
for every three moneths so lacking, twenty shillings. And that the said inhabitants shall 
exercise themselves with long bowes in shooting at the same, and elsewhere, in holy days 
and other times convenient" The cost of making these Butts " with Clods, thomes, and 
worckmanshipp " cost 17s. 8d. (See /10//A1. ) This Act had to be publicly proclaimed 
four times in every year in every market throughout the kingdom.

* A PRECEPT, here and elsewhere so often referred to, was an order or commandment 
in writing issued by a Justice of the Peace for the purpose of bringing any person before 
him. In the cases in the text these "precepts" were issued for the arrest of persons 
who had committed felonies, generally robberies on the highway, and in pursuit of whom 
"hue and cry " had been raised. The " statute " referred to is apparently that of the 
27th Elizabeth, chapter 13, by virtue of which any person robbed, &c., who wished to 
take any action against the Hundred where the robbery was committed, had to be 
examined before a Magistrate, and to give a full account of the felony on oath.

' As there are so many entries of persons being ** whipped " in this year's Accounts, 
it may, perhaps, be as well to quote the words of the statute — that of the 39 Elizabeth, 
cap. 4 — under which they were punished : — Every person who was found to be a "rogue, 
vagabond or sturdy beggar," as defined by the Act (see Introduction to this volume), 
who was taken "begging, vagrant, wandering or roisordering themselves," shall "be 
stripped naked from the middle upward, and shall be openly whipped until his or her 
body be bloody." 

* "Filching," an old word for petty thieving, was legally "petty larceny," where 
the value of the thing stolen was under I2d., and was punished by whipping. In 
Wilkinson's Court Leet (ed. 1638, p. 116), the Steward of any Court Leet is directed to 
" inquire of Pettie Larcenie and those be such as steale pigs, geese, hennes, chickins, 
come out of fields, clothes from hedges, or out of windowes, rob orchards, or goe in 
theeues messages : the offendors herein are to haue corporall punishment, and so their 
accessaries : but they forfeit their goods if they haue any. "

At 
the end of the entries of the Court Leet held on the 28th April, 1614, the following 
important resolution is recorded as having been adopted at a public meeting "of the 
burgesses and other inhabitants" of the town, held on the 7th June, 16 14, for "the 
better restraining of wandering rogues, vagabonds and sturdy beggars**: — 

** Wee the Stewarde, Bororeve and Constables now beinge, w* other the Bur- 
gesses and inhabitants of the saide towne herevnder named at o' assemblie 3^* saide 
daye & yeare havinge confferred together, and considered of an order to be sett

' The Cage has already been mentioned in these Accounts (see p. 6, note 7), 
but the Pillory occurs here for the first time. It is not mentioned in the C^urt Lett 
Records till the 8th April, 1624, and the 6th April, 1625, when a *'gibbett or pillorye " 
is referred to. As already described in a long note on p. 93 of vol iij. of the printed 
Records, the Pillory consisted of a raised wooden platform, having an upright framework 
some six or seven feet high fastened on to it Across this was a horizontal board, in 
which were three holes, the largest in the centre, through which a man's head could be 
placed, with one arm through each of the holes on either side. When thus fixed the 
man was exposed to the gaze of the people for a certain number of hours. Occasionally 
the culprit was flogged in the pillory, but more usually he was left to the tender mercies 
of the mob, who assailed him with all manner of articles, filth and dirt, decayed fruit, 
rotten eggs, &c. , &c.

By the 3 James, 
cap. 4, the Constables and Churchwardens of every parish were to present, once a year, 
at the Quarter Sessions, such recusants as shall absent themselves from the church for a 
month together. The penalty on conviction was ;^20 per month. If a recusant conform 
and do not receive the sacrament once a year at least, he shall forfeit for the first year 
;f 20, for the second £^0, and for every subsequent default £60,

> By the statute of the 39 Elizabeth, for the punishment of rogues, vagabonds, and 
sturdy beggars, it is enacted amongst other things that all persons ''wandring and 
pretending themselves to be Egyptians, or wandring in the habit form or attire of 
counterfeit Egyptians, shall be taken adjudged and deemed Rogues Vagabonds and 
sturdy Beggers,'* and be punibhed accordingly. An Egyptian was the old name for a 
gipsy. The laws in force against " Egyptians " were at thb time very stringent 

* A crabb lock was probably a small padlock, but I do not find the word in any 
Dictionary of old words. 

' The •* Cuckstool" or ** Cucking-stool" will be found frequently referred to in 
these Accounts, as also in the Court Leet Records, This was a punishment, which was 
provided for scolding women and women of ill repute, as well as for women bakers who 
sold bread under weight. They were securely fastened in a chair placed at the end of a 
long pole, or otherwise suspended over a pool of water, in which the delinquent was 
ducked from time to time. Hence it is frequently called " the ducking stool. " This form 
of punishment was in use in Saxon times, and it was one which belonged to every Court 
Leet or View of Frank Pledge. ** The Cuckingstool Pool " is referred to in the Court

" This Jurye beinge ffuUye and at large informed by the testimonye of manye of 
theire sufficient and well reputed neighboures And also dyu'se [divers] of them of 
theire owne knowledge, knowinge that Isabell Rychardson al' walworke and Alice 
Worthington alias Greenehalghe are Comon Scoulds and disturbers of theire neigh- 
boures. The Jurye Doe present them both for Comon scoulds And Doe eamestlye 
intreate the Steward of this Court to see them punished accordinge to the lawe to 
the end that theire neighboures might lyue in peace and quiett the[y] beinge sn 
notorious that all godlye and well disposed people Doe wonder that the[y] haue 
beene so longe spared lyvinge in A towne Where theire ought to be better carriage 
& gouerment which if theise and other abuses be not speedilye Reformed wee maye 
looke and Ezpecte that the greate Steward of heaven and earth will revenge theise 
and other the like synnes which Raigne amongst vs which god in his mercye Remove 
ffarr from vs." 
I remarked in a no'^e to this passage that *' they would be punished by being placed in 
the ' Cucking stool* and ducked several times in the water in the Horsepool." j\nd also 
that "these two 'common scolds' must have been very violent women to necessitate so 
strongly worded a remonstrance from the Jury.*' And now we find here that two men 
were paid "for Cookeinge AUs Greenehalghe ^^ and that they required "ij Coardes to 
bind her wyth" ! She must, indeed, have been a virago or "scold" of no common kind.

*' The Jurye doth order that the Constables for this yeare att the charges of the 
Inhabitants shall cause to bee erected and sett vp a sufficient Gibbett or pillorye for 
the vse of this Towne in some convenient place about the market crosse and to take 
to them the advice of m' Steward and the Bororeve This to bee done before the 

xxiiij**» Day of August next sub pena xx« .factum est J** 

To this entry I appended a long note with regard to the Pillory, which may be here 
reprinted : — 

"The Pillory was a raised wooden platform, having an upright framework some 
6 or 7 feet high fastened on to it Across this was a horizontal board in which were 
holes, through which a man's head and his two arms or wrists, stretched out at full 
length, could be placed, and the punishment consisted in exposing a man thus fixed 
to the gaze of the people for a certain number of hours. Whilst ' gibbetted ' in this 
defenceless position he became the target of all manner of articles, filth and dirt, 
which were flung at him by any of the bystanders, who cared to use stronger missiles 
than mere words or abuse. A drawing of the Manchester Pillory, and the Market 
Cross near to it, as it existed towards the end of the last century, is preserved in 
one of Barritt's MSS. in the Chetham Library, and has been copied in the Records 
of Manchester^ 1 868. In an account of Manchester in 1772 (Manchester Collectanea^ 
vol. ij., p. 213, Chetham Society) the writer says : ' I come to the old Market Cross, 
with the stocks [and] pillory, nicknamed the tea-table, upon which I have seen them 
dance, when whipped by the beadle.' Another writer, in his Recollections of 
Manchester in the early part of this present century (ibid p. 252), thus describes the 
pillory, which was then a moveable erection. In the Market Place, ' nearly opposite 
the Bull's Head, the pillory was occasionally erected for the punishment of wrong- 
doers. It consisted of a strong post about 20 feet high, with four stays at its inser- 
tion into the ground to support it. About 10 feet from the ground was a circular 
stage or platform, large enough to allow several persons to stand on it. Four or 
five feet above this was fixed across the post, horizontally, a board about 5 feet long 
and 18 inches deep, and in this cross-piece were three holes or apertures, the largest 
and most central for the head and the other two for the hands or wrists of the 
offender. Locked fast in these holes, his feet on the stage below, and unable to 
move his head, the pilloried offender stood for the prescribed time, to endure not 
only the jeers and laughter of the bystanders, or their angry revilings, but the more 
substantial, painful and ignominious degradation of being pelted with decayed fruit, 
rotten eggs, fragments of cabbages, stinking fish, and other disagreeable missiles, 
some of them scarcely so soft as, if in other respects less offensive, than those just 
named.' The Market Cross, Pillory, and Stocks were removed from the Market 
Place in 1816."

As 
shown by the next entry, eight persons were at once removed there, who were suspected 
to be infected with the plague. At the next meeting of the Court Leet held on the 6th 
October, 1625, many careful precautions were taken to prevent the spread of the plague, 
which will be referred to later on.

there shalbee sufficient ward and watche kept within this Towne And that the con- 
stables shall apoint to keepe ward such householders as they in theire discrec'ons 
shall thincke fittinge and that eu'ie [every] p'son refuseinge to keepe ward in his 
owne p'son or some such sufficient p'son as hee will answere for, haveinge a dayes 
warninge shall forfeit for eu'ie such refuseinge v* And further the Jurye doe order 
that there shalbee a taxe or lay of some sufficient some or somes of money to hire 
sufficient men to keepe watch in the night vntill such time as further course shalbee 
taken by the steward Constables and sixe of this Jurye. " 
At this same Court very elaborate precautions were initiated against the spread of the 
plague. Twelve persons were appointed to assist the Constables to enquire what persons 
or goods had come into any house, and if any of them were suspected, the danger was to 
be removed as speedily as possible. They had also to see that all able-bodied persons 
were supplied with work, and not to be allowed to be idle and loitering about. (See 
Court Leet Records, vol. iij., pp. 101-2.)

"ancient" was employed to denote the officer who carried the flag or, as we say, the 
"ensign." It is once or twice used by Shakespeare thus : — I. Henry IV., iv., 2, "ten 
times more dishonourably ragged than an old fac'd ancient " and the designation of 
" Ancient Pistol," or "Ensign Pistol" as we should now term him, will be familiar to 
everyone. At the Court Leet held on the loth April, 1627, there is the following entry 
(sec Court Leet Records^ vol. iij., p. 131): — 

" Whereas the drum and Anncient yi^ a skarfe are deliu'ed into the hands of 
the Jury by m' Richard Hallywell and m' Richard RadclifTe whoe did form'lie claime 
some right in the same but have nowe disclaimed any further tytle therevnto referring 
the disposeinge thereof to the said Jurye The Jurye doth order that the said 
Richard H alii well being bororeve for this pn'te [present] yeare shall keepe the said 
Drum Auncient and Skarfe for the Townes vse vntill the Leete Court to bee houlden 
at Michaelmas next At wch time hee is to deliuer the same to whome then the Jurye 
shall apoint And the same at all times to bee imployed for the townes vse att the 
discrec'on of the bororeve and Constables." 
At the same Court the following order was also made, which is the one referred to in 
the text (See Court Leet Records^ vol iij., p. 132): — 

" The Jurye of this p'sent Court Doe order that the Constables shall pay vnto 
m' Richard Radclifle ffifteene shillings forth of the next Taxe or Lay for the Townes 
vse for or towards such charges as hee hath laid out conceminge the Auncient."

* This meeting of the inhabitants of the town with the Steward of the Court Leet 

and the Boroughreeve, held in the Collegiate Church on the 19th July, 1629, was called 

by the Constables to consider the question of strangers coming to live in the town, and so 

acquiring a settlement there, which was prejudicial to the older inhabitants. This matter 

came very prominently before the Court Leet at their meeting held on the 21st April, 

1629, when the following order was made (see Court Lett Records, vol. iij., p. 154): — 

** That Whereas of late yeares divers strangers w**» theire wyffes & Children have 

from other p'ts [parts] repaired and become Inhabitants within this Towne not have- 

inge found pleadges for the good behaviour accordinge to Lawe w^b p'sons after a 

sborte time of abode heere, by theire idle or evill demeanor become poore and by 

themselves or Children Doe begge, and hope to receive releefe amongest the Native 

poore of this place to the great damage & offence of all the Inhabitants, & to the 

defraudinge of the releive of the native poore of this place, and to the incouragem^ 

of others Daylie to make the like, that this evill is like daylie to increase, vnles the 

Lawe bee putt in Due execuc*on Itt is ordered by the Jurye by & w*** the consent of 

the Steward that enquirie & p^sentm^ bee made of all such as have come to Inhabitt 

wU^in this Towne within the time of three yeares last past, that they may become 

bound as aforesaid or otherwise bee amerced from time to time for theire obstinacie 

and offence And that none hereafter p*'sume to inhabite in like manner vnles they 

finde pledges accordinge to Lawe vnder & vppon grevious am^ciam^' [amercements] 

to bee imposed vpon them." 

It was also enacted that none of the inhabitants should receive any such persons to reside 

with them, or to become tenants in their houses, unless they gave pledges or bonds, 

under a penalty of ^£'5, that they would not become chargeable to the town. 1 hese 

bonds were to be entered in the Court Book, and they were to be in the penal sum of 

;f 30 ; and it was the duty of the Constables to see that no persons settled in the town 

without such bonds being given. And, finally, we have this order (see Court I^et 

Records, vol. iij., p. 155): —

• This •* Order" related to the settling of strangers in the town, and had been pro- 
cnred from the two Judges, sitting at the Assizes at Lancaster, on the 4th August, 1629. 
The expenses of obtaining this "Judges* Order" are given later on in these Accounts, 
and at the next meeting of the Court Leet held on the 13th October, 1629, it was ordered 
that it should be enrolled in the Court Book. This was accordingly done in the follow- 
ing terms (see Cinirt Ltet Records^ vol. iij., p. 165): — 

** Whereas Twoe seu'all orders have of late beene procured from the Judges of 
Assizes conc'ninge the Restrayneinge of fforrain" to come and inhabit the one con- 
c*ninge this Towne in p'ticular, thother more gen*allie (Tor the whole County yett 
both very behoofeall and benificiall for the Inhabitants of this Towne The Jurye 
Doth therefore order that both the said orders shalbee by the Clarke of this Courte 
laire copied out or entred into the Courte-booke before the xx^ day of December 
next

> This order from the two Judges, sitting at the Assizes at Lancaster, to restrain 
" foreigners** from settling in the town, has already been referred to, and printed in full 
in note I, p. 231. (See also note 2, p. 227.)
